violence. The trouble with you 
is, you've

lany movies. Adolph Hitler be- 
came chancellor of the Republic 
of Germany in an absolutely free 
election; 
and he converted the 


republic into a dictatorship by the 
"legal" process of having the reich- 
stag or congress delegate its auth- 
ority to the executive department, 
and then persuading the courts to 
uphold one law after another con- 
centrating economic power in the 
national capital. 


We've had a running threat of 


Pthe same sort of-thing in the United 
States ever since F. D. Roosevelt 
swapped off private debts for a 
public debt — but now the mon- 
ster has gotten fully organized and 
is reaching for us. 


My first citation is a federal 


law and a United States Supreme 
Court decision against newspapers. 
The government brought an action 
against the Lorain (Ohio) Journal 
in a quarrel between the paper 
and a radio station in a neighbor- 
ing town. The supreme court saic 
the Sherman anti-trust law applicc 
to newspaper advertising, and for 
the first time in American history 
the court held that a newspaper 
couldn't be the judge of what ad 
vcrtising it would or would not ac 
cept. 


Now it has been the historic 


policy of U. S. newspapers to re 
ject retail advertising copy from 
neighboring 
big 
cities 
on 
tKjp 


igrounds 'fhat"l£"^'buld'"damage th' 
newspaper's home town as a trad 
ing center. But I am informei 
that the Department of Justic 
aims to use the Lorain (Ohio) do 
cision to tear up this ancient tra 
dition ot the small-city press. 


If you think I am seeing legalis- 


tic ghosts I can silence you with 
three hard facts: The newspapers 
of Omaha, Oklahoma City, aijd 
Dallas, have just begun accepting 


• for the first time in their history 


f— outside advertising in 'Competi- 
tion with their home stores. 


Cities their size can stand it. 


Smaller ones perhaps can not. Ahd 
I am reminded that When Adolf 
Hitler moved against the private 
merchandising system of the Re- 
public of Germany he struck at 
the big cities and the big stores 
first. 


My second citation is a published 


statement of the federal electric 
ipower authorities on their policy 
toward local municipal light plants. 
I had always thought prior to this 
that the only

plants had to fear was the private- 
ly-owned utilities. But I have in 
front of me the signed statement
